THUS  we  find  that  the  citizens  on 
■who;n  our  government  0peri**ij  n;ay 
be  divided  into  lwo  dalles— The  ri.<t 
chl'i  in  importance,  is  condoled  ot  the 
farmer,  the  mechanic  and  the  laboi  cr, 
this  chi'i  may  justly  be  cojrfidered  as 
the  fubftantial  fupport  of  revenue, 
and  of  coutfe  government.  The  o- 
therclafsis  coufpof-d  ot"  officers  ot 
government  and  their  dependante, 
#riti(h  and  American  merchants,  cer- 
tificate and  dock  holders,  bankets  a:id 
biokrts.  This  i»  the  virtuous  band  of 
friends  to  energetic  government,  wh'J 
ought  by  no  j nit  mode  ot  reafoning  to 
be  confidered  but  as  the  feryahis 
agent*  of  the  firft  clafs.  But  the  na- 
tural ahdjuft  order  of  things  is  com- 
pletely re vsrfed.  The  fcrvawts  being 
invefU'd  with  the  powers  of  govern- 
r-ent  and  inflated  with  luxury,  look 
down  upon  the  real  citizen  as a  feeond 
order  of  beings,  and  arc  inccll'autly 
ftrtving  to  arm  themfelves  with  illegi- 
timate power.  The  genuine  Ipirit  ot* 
a  republican  government,  and  that

give  immortality  to  his  name,  the  ci- 
tizens of  .America  are  to  be  compelled 
to  raife  a  maguilicent  city.  ,  Juft  emer- 
ging from  a  ltate  of  flavery,  with  a 
heavy  debt  impending,  and  clue  debt 
a  pari  of  the  price  ot  liberty,  v.  c  are 
dragged  into  this  unwifc  mcafure. 
To  thole  wuo  reflect  ferioufly  on  this 
fubject,  it  will  appear  extremely  im- 
proper, for  an  infant  republic,  thui  to 
lay  a  loundation  of  a  >all  nutfery  of 
sriitocracy  and  political  vice. 

'Large  cities,  where  they  are  ercti 
the  fpontanious  growth  of  a  populous 
country,  are  evils  of  extreme  magni- 
tude.— fhey  are  the  vortex  in  which 
*is  cr.gulphed  every  republican  virtue. 
They  engender  every  vice  chat  attends 
idlcnefs,and  furniflj  the  ready  means 
of  gratifying  rhe  mod  corrupt  appe- 
tites,—They  enervate  the  minds  and 
bjdicM  of  thofe  who  relide  in  them  — 
They  are  hot  beds  which  may  occafl- 
oualiy  prel's  forward  a  fickly  plant — 
But  tae  hardy  ,  robult,  and  manly  vir- 
tues of  freemen,  are  lound  to  be  in 
the  fields  of  agriculture  and  furelts  cf 
America.  The  attempt  to  erect  a 
grand  federal  city,  was  not  only  im- 
politic and  unwife,  but  it  was  unjult 
and  premature.  I:  was  a  part  ot  the 
confolidnting  fyftem,  and  was,  no 
doubt  intended  as  the  great  key  done 
to  the  tedcral  arch,  butltripit  ot  its 
decorations,  and  it  is  a  gilded  toy,  on- 
ly fit  for  the  dotage  of  republican  go- 
vernment] It  was  calculated  to  daz- 
zle our  citizens,  and  divert  them  from 
the  faithful  d'n'charge  of  their  more 
facrcd  obligations,  liut  although  it 
liae  became  the  feat  of  (peculation  and 
lotteries,  with  3l[\  that  artificial  llimu- 
lus,  which  the  name  and  inrluesre  of 
a  mau  can  give,  it  yet  remains  a  mo- 
nument of  American  folly.
